CHARLEVOIX—Charlevoix City 
Council members heard comments 
for two hours from agitated resi- 
dents concerning the 20 foot fire- 
place that was approved at a special 
council meeting on August 9 to be 
constructed in East Park.

He was interrupted a multi- 
tude of times as he tried to explain 
the events leading up to the ap-

“We held four meetings with 
the possibility of public comment.

They did the 
best they could based on the com- 
ments they received,” he said. 

He then called for public com- 
ment in the form of “constructive 
criticism” and informed the public 
that the topic was placed on the 
agenda as a discussion to consider

ment that was met with much out 
of turn comment. 

“We are here to talk about some 
revisions we could make to this,” 
he said. 

Residents posed questions as to 
why it is being built at all, accused 
the council of pushing the project 
through under the carpet, threat- 
ened lawsuits, accused council 
members of being arrogant and 
bowing to an ultimatum, and ex- 
pressed disgust at the precedent of 
burning fossil fuels and cutting

In order to maintain your 
brain power into old age, we'll 
look at some ways to help in- 
crease your mental agility. 
Some of the most important 
things are to engage yourself 
in activities that are intel-lec- 
tually stimulating, try to keep 
a positive outlook and stay so- 
cially active! Exercise is im- 
portant, too, not only for your 
intellectual health, but to help 
stave off diseases like osteo- 
porosis. A simple act like 
walking about 4 miles per 
week can decrease your later 
chances of developing demen- 
tia by fifty percent! That fact 
alone has been very motivat- 
ing for me. 


Tips for Keeping Your 
Brain Healthy Into Your Later 
Years 

1. Improve your memory by 
doing activities such as 
spelling exercises; spelling 
forces you to mentally "see" 
words, and something as sim- 
ple as learning a new word 
every day can help you to be 
stronger cognitively and im- 
prove memory. 

2. Make good use of the in- 
ternet to keep your brain ac- 
tive - read world news, learn 
new things, read blogs - just 
make sure you're doing NEW 
things on the internet. This 
helps to keep you engaged, in- 
volved in issues, and just the 
simple process of searching 
on the internet has been 
found to stimulate decision 
making and reasoning in the 
brain. 

3. Listen to music and learn 


lyrics to songs, this helps not 
only to improve your mood, 
but helps mem-ory as well. 

4. Learn one new thing 
every day! Ok, so there is an 
old wives tale that if you 
learn something NEW ona 
Friday, you will get another 
wrinkle. So, to be on the safe 
side, learn something new 
every day except Friday... I 
don't want a bunch of wrin- 
kles named after me! 

5. Stay socially active, find 
something you love to do and 
join a class or other type of 
group that is do-ing the activ- 
ity you enjoy. Take a class if 
you can afford to do so, other- 
wise, join a social group 
(churches can be a good 
source of activities). Taking 
classes at community centers 
can be a cheaper alternative 
to college classes. Finding 


others who share the same in- 


terests you do can help you to 
build friendships. Being so- 
cially active keeps you in- 
volved and healthier. 

6. Take a 20 minute nap in 
the afternoon - finally! An 
easy one! Studies have shown 
that just a short nap in the af- 
ternoon (especially if you 
have taken a class or been so- 
cially active in the morning) 
can produce nearly as much 
skill-memory enhancement 
as an entire night of sleep. 

7. Exercise! We all need to 
do it, but sometimes it can be 
hard to get motivated. Just a 
simple walk of about four 
miles per week greatly de- 
creases your chance of devel- 
oping dementia. If you want 


to, you could combine taking 
a class and exercise. There 
are lots of great yoga classes 
and exercise classes (even for 
beginners) available through 
community centers. I recently 
looked into a group here in 
Ne-vada called "The Nevada 
State Troupers" (Dancing 
Grannies type group)... any- 
thing that will interest you, 
be fun to do and keep you ac- 
tive is aGOOD thing! And you 
will find yourself feeling less 
stress as well from the exer- 
cise, another good benefit! 

8. Laugh as often as possi- 
ble, and think positive! You 
know that "self talk" that goes 
through your head, when it 
becomes negative (and at 
times it will)... try to think of 
something new. Try to dis- 
tract your mind from the neg- 
ative to something positive. 
Laughing will boost your im- 
mune system as well as re- 
leasing endorphins, the "feel 
good" chemicals in your body.

down trees in a ‘green’ 
community park. 

Few residents of- 
fered options to rem- 
edy the consequences 


of a project that has al- 


ready incurred $40,000 
in expenses but some 
included a smaller 
fireplace, a different 
location, and using the 
current foundation as 
a petunia bed. 

The Mayor dis- 
pelled rumors con- 
cerning the cost of 
laying the pipes to the 
project and the idea 
that because the fire- 
place was donated in 
memory of someone 
that it was a memo- 
rial.

The mo- 
tion passed unani- 
mously and a special 
meeting has been 
scheduled for Wednes- 
day, September 11 at 
7:00 PM. 

Earlier In East Park 

An informal poll 
taken at the fireplace 
construction site indi- 
cated that most people 
are in favor of the fire- 
place if it were tucked 
away somewhere else 
in the park. 

“What they’ve 
done in this park is 
beautiful and I’ve en- 
joyed it,” said Joe 
Snover, a frequent visi- 
tor from Farmington 
Hills, MI. “But you 
can’t improve on that 
view.” 

“T don’t think it’s 
a very wise decision to 
block the view of 
Round Lake. Good 
God, that’s why we’re 
here, it is a shame,” 
said Carl Van Donelen 
of Boyne City. 

Betty Phillips a cur- 
rent resident of 
Brownstown, MI anda 
past resident of 


Charlevoix felt that a 
fireplace would be an 
“attention getter” and 
a “focal point” and 
that it would be a posi- 
tive addition. 

One visitor to 
Charlevoix who re- 
peatedly commented 
on the beauty of the 
park wondered if the 
same people who de- 
signed the park in the 
first place were behind 
the construction of 
the fireplace, “a little 
history goes a long 
way.” 

“It’s a cool idea but 
it’s going to block the 
view. It would be nice 
to find a happy 
medium,” said new 
Charlevoix resident 
Valerie Schaefer. 

Marie Smith of 
Chicago who has been 
vacationing in 
Charlevoix for fifty 
years said, “There’s 
only one Charlevoix 
and Round Lake Har- 
bor in the world.” 
Smith expressed a de- 
sire to see something 
lower in stature like a 
fire pit. 

“Placement is cru- 
cial, if they wanted to 
put it someplace they 
could put it further 
down in the park, it 
would be used better 
that way,” said Todd 
Warner, Owner of 
Todd Warner Gallery. 
“The shear size of the 
piece is the problem, 
we just don’t want the 
view blocked, it’s gor- 
geous and we’re 
known for our view.” 

The placement of 
the four sided fire- 
place isn’t the only 
problem residents and 
business owners are 
disgruntled about. 
How swiftly and qui- 
etly the project gained 
approval has left them 
feeling as if the proj- 
ect was a clandestinely 
handled.

Dear Dave, 

I made the mistake of leasing a car 
a while back, and the lease is up in 
about nine months. Should I save up 
the money between now and then to 
buy it, or save as much as I can to pay 
down my student loans?

Dear Aaron, 

At the end of a lease the price for 
which you can purchase the car is 
called the residual value. This 
amount is preset when you lease the 
vehicle. So the big question right 
now is, what’s the car actually 
worth? 

If the company thought it would be 
worth $12,000 and it’s actually worth 
$14,000, that would be a good deal, 
and you’d want to buy it instead of 
turning in the car. Even if you were 
going to turn around and resell it, 
you’d still want to go ahead and buy.

The group, 
ProLiteracy Worldwide, defines lit- 
eracy as the ability to read, write, 
compute, and use technology at a 
level that enables one to reach his 
or her full potential. In a society 
rapidly moving toward an infor- 
mation and service based econ- 
omy, literacy so defined is 
becoming more important to the 
health of the society with each 
passing year. 

Statistics confirm that literacy 
can have a huge impact on a coun- 
try’s economic stature. The US. 
Census Bureau found workers 18 
years of age and over with a bach-

elor’s degree earn an average of 
$51,206 a year, while those with a 
high school diploma earn an aver- 
age of $27,915 and those without 
earn an average $18,734 per year. 

ProLiteracy Worldwide found 
that annual health care costs in 
the U.S. are four times higher 
among those with low literacy 
skills (as compared to those with 
high level skills), and that over 60 
percent of inmates in state and 
federal corrections facilities can 
barely read and write.

gle, the richest part of the 
Milky Way stars, the plan- 
ets Saturn and Mars and 
more,” said Adams. 
Adams said the program 
will also introduce a com- 
munity-wide dark sky 
challenge in the planning 
stages for next year. “In 
2013 we will host a ‘Lights 
Out Across the Bay’ chal- 
lenge between Harbor 
Springs and Petoskey, so 
this Saturday’s event gives 


us an opportunity to raise 
awareness about what 
we’re missing when the 
outdoor lights are spilling 
up into the night sky. It’s 
also just a really good time 
to get outside under the 
stars for awhile,” she said.
